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Remarks 



Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-36 are pending in the 
application, with claims 1, 10, 16, 29, 31 and 32 being the independent claims. Claims 1 
and 10 have been amended to correct the spelling of "sufhydryl." Claim 25 has been 
amended to correct the lettering sequence for the list of R 24 and R 25 substituents. 
Claims 28, 30 and 33 have been amended to add a period at the end of the claim. 
Claims 34 and 35 have been amended to change their dependencies. These changes are 
believed to introduce no new matter, and their entry is respectfully requested. 

The specification has been amended to include an abstract on a separate page. 
Support for the amendment adding the abstract to the specification can be found in the 
abstract printed on the published PCT Application No. PCT/US2003/031466, which is 
relied upon for the benefit under 35 U.S.C. § 120.
